Festivities in 
Barracks 


ROBABLY for the first timé in 
the history of the Army, the 
quartermasters will be unable to 
rovide the usual plum pudding to 
ollow the.turkey and ham on the 
Christmas menu, and a good trifle 
will probably take its place. Christ- 
mas Day and, to.a lesser extent, St. 
Stephen's Day will be as eagerly 
awaited by the average soldier as is 
Santa Claus by the children. 

But the soldier need not wait 
until dinner time to know that it is 
Christmas Day. His breakfast 
rations will be about double the 
normal quantities. Each man will 
receive for dinner about half a 
pound of turkey and half a pound 
of ham. Extra vegetables and 
liquid refreshments will be pro- 
vided.

8th Army Gains 
In Italy 


(THE 8th Army have taken their 
third big communications 
centre in Italy within a fortnight, 
breaking the back of German re- 
sistance in the Lamone sector. 
After two days’ hard fighting, Bag- 
nacavallo road and rail link with 
Bologna to the west, and with Fer- 
rara-to the north, has been captured 
by Canadian “forces. ' 
The Canadians drove from their 
bridgehead over the Canale 
Naviglio to reach the River Senio 
on a broad front opposite Fusig- 
nano, which lies 17 miles west of 
Ravenna and about three miles 
north of Bagnacavallo. North- 
wards, towards the Favenna-Ferrara 
road, 8th Army forces are keeping 
up their pressure, making new 
crossings over the Fosso Munio, 
the next German defence barrier, 
and occupying Abbadesse and the 
whole west bank of the Lamone 
down to Faenza 
Bearing round to the north-east 
of Bagnacavallo, the Canadians. 
attacking westwards from their 
Canale Naviglio bridgehead. have 
established new crossings more than 
a mile wide over the Fosso Munivo 
just to the west of Villanova.— 
(Reuter.) 


Supply Routes Bombed 


Soon after dark last night Lancas- 
ters and Halifaxes of R.A.F. Bomber 
Command continued the bombing 
of the supply routes for the German 
counter-oftensive with attacks on the 
marshalling yards at Coblenz and 
Bingen, states the P.A. Bingen is a 
junction on an important railway 
leading to the Saar: Valley. Coblenz 
is another railway junction with 
large marshalling yards on a line 
leading from the Rhine to Trier and 
Luxembourg.

Cold Hits New York 


A blast of cold air from Canada 
sent the thermometer in New York 
down to a new seasonal low level 
of 12.1 degrees fahrenheit - yester- 
day. An even colder spell is pre- 
dicted, says Reuter. 

Ohio had the coldest December 
22nd in its history, recordings being 
20 degrees below. One place in 
Pennsylvania had 66 degrees of 
frost, with snowdrifts 20 feet deep. 


More Deaths From 
Tuberculosis 


A considerable increase between 
1941 and 1942 in the number of 
deaths from tuberculosis and cancer 
and of infants under one year is 
recorded in the Statistical Abstract 
for 1944. Deaths in 1942 from 
tuberculosis (4,347) showed an in- 
crease of 636, those from cancer 
(4.055) an increase of 265, and 
deaths of infants under one 
year. (4,591). increased. by. 
Deaths from heart diseases in 1942 
(8,550) showed a decline of 788, and 
deaths due to childbirth (189) a de- 
crease of 
suicides fell. from 90 in 1941 to 83 
in 1942. 

A comparison of the census 
figures of 1926 and 1936 show that 
the number of Catholics .(2,773,920) 
increased by .8 per cent. in that 
eriod, and that the number of Jews

To write about Christmas in 
i circumstances might 
seem to be the hollowest and 
most cynical mockery. “ Peace 
On earth, goodwill towards men”: 
such was the message proclaimed 
by the angels on the night of the 
Nativity. © Where is peace to be 


jfound to-day? After nearly two 


thousand years, human goodwill 
remains an ideal towards which 
mankind has been groping down 
the centuries; but its achievement 
evidently. is farther away than 
ever it was. The sixth Christmas 
of the World War is marked by 
a sudden intensification of mili- 
tary activity on the Western 
Front. Just thirty years ago, 
when the world also was locked 
in a deadly struggle, the men who 
were fighting in France and 
Flanders yielded to the spirit of 


amounted to an unofficial armis- 
tice, during which friend and foe 
fraternised in “ No Man’s Land.” 
This year there will be no such 
display of human feeling. The 
Germans have undertaken a full-

and Luxembourg. They already 


Retailers have driven deep wedges into the 


American lines, launching their 
attack from the same springboard 
which they used, first in 1914, and 
again in the summer of 1940. As 
we write, the situation-is described 
as “fluid.” Both sides have 
dropped a heavy curtain of cen- 
sorship over the operations; and 
all that can be said at this stage 
is that Marshal von Rundstedt 
has been able to concentrate 
between fifteen and twenty divi- 
isions On a comparatively narrow

The appoiniment of the first 
woman professor at the University 
of Oxford merits, in these days 
of big news and small papers, 
only a few lines of comment in 
any journal. Yet the time is not 
so far distant when such ‘an 
announcement would have seemed 
like the triumphal fanfare of 
bloody revolution. Oxford, the 
oldest university in these islands, 
has been, perhaps, the most con- 
One must add that 
conservatism is by no means a 
reprehensible quality; it is the 
natural reaction of those who, 
knowing that they have something 
which is very precious, hesitate 
to impair it by any hasty action. 
Oxford certainly was not pre- 
cipitate in its admission of women. 
Not until the year 1920 did they 
attain . full standing in the 
University—after the Great War 
had done a great deal to prove 
the equality of the sexes. Dublin 
University, it may be added, was 
considerably in advance of Oxford 
on this particular matter; women 
have been admissible to degrees 
since 1904. Fellowships, indeed, 
are closed to them still; but only 
a short time ago the first woman 
Regius Professor—Miss Frances 
Moran, Regius Professor of Laws 
—was appointed in the University. 
If one may judge, however, from 
the survey of opinion among 
women students, which was con- 
ducted by the magazine, T.C.D., 
during last term, discrimination 
in the academic world does not 
worry the ladies of Trinity unduly. 
Woman’s place, they seem to feel, 
is in the home; and the sooner 
they all secure homes of their 
own to remain in the better they 
will be pleased. This, of course, 
is as it ought to be. A man will 
bow the knee with the greatest 
goodwill to a single female 
professor; but if there were too 
many female professors he would 
turn from admiration to resent- 
ment. Who is to rule over his 
kitchen if his wife is in ihe 
library? Who is to darn his socks 
and choose his ties? Enough 
women must be left for these 
essential duties. Man does not 
Object if woman’s hand rules the 
world; but he will become 
rebellious if it fails, at the same 
time, tu rock the cradle.

hristmas Shopping 

Central London stores had their 
best war-time Christmas this year, 
to judge from the. extraordinary 
crowds and the amazing amounts of 
money being spent. Their only diffi- 
culty has been to secure. sufficient 
goods. It would not be surprising if 
most of the stores have not set up 
financial records for Christmastide 
trade; for the price of most gifts is 
between three and four times higher 
than pre-war. . Oranges are more 
numerous than at any previous 
Christmas of the war. Some twenty- 
four million are being distributed 
in the Greater London area at 
ninepence a |b. This would allow 
about a Ib. a head of the population. 
The Ministry of Food has not done| 
too ‘badly in increasing the meat 
tration for Christmas week from 
ts. 2d, worth per head to Is. 9d. A 
small quantity of currants and 
raisins has been obtainable, but 
vee peel is still out of the ques- 
ion. 


Quickly-built Houses 

Now that the Portal house has 
been shelved, the field has been 
thrown open to several other quickly 
erected homes, some of them of 
the “temporary” category. The 
Ministry of Works has many visitors 
to its demonstration ground at 
Northolt, Middlesex. Seven demon- 
stration blocks there have been built 
by special methods and . special 
materials, such as will be required 
to utilise more fully, and also to 
supplement the resources of the 
building industry after the end of 
the war in Europe. The others are 
built of brick in the traditional 
manner, but embody much improved 
internal planning and arrangement. 
No fewer than four million new 
houses will be needed within the 
next ten or twelve years, and to add 
to the magnitude of the task before 
the building industry, there is a six- 
vear accumulation of deferred 
maintenance, and several million 
houses damaged in air raids which 
have received only temporary repair. 


OBITUARY 


MR. GERALD DOWSE 


Mr. 
master of Cowley School, St. Helen’s, 
Lancashire, died suddenly in the 
school on Thursday after he had 
finished his “ school dismiss” speech 
to the boys.

Mr. John Lyons, publicity and assis- 
lant manager of the Theatre Royal, 
Dublin, has been appointed salesman 
of ' Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Pictures, 
Lid., with headquarters in Belfast. 
He will take up duty on January Ist. 
Over eignt years ago he forsook 
journalism to become publicity 
manager of the Theatre Royal. Later 
he was appointed publicity manager 
and house manager of the Savoy 
Cinema, only to return to the Theatre 
Royal in the dual position he now 
occupies. 

Three years ago Mr. Lyons was 
awarded the Hollywood gold medal 
for the most effective publicity on 
behalf of his theatre in war-time con- 
ditions. This was the first occasion 
on which the award came to Europe.

“ Almost in Camera ” 


| picked up a book the other day 
which interested me immensely. It 
has the arresting title, “ Almost in 
Camera,” and its author is one 
Percy Brown. bite 
Percy Brown—known to his inti- 
mates as Perse, Poice or Poicey—is 
a Press photographer. Indeed, with 
all due respect to my friend George 
Leitch and the rest of that gallant 
fraternity, 1 might almost say that 
Poicey is the Press photographer.

In Paris 

I still bear him a certain amount 
of malice, for he got me into 
serious trouble in Paris during the 
Peace Conference. It happened like 
this. 1 was at a banquet given to 
the visiting Press by the French 
Government when, to my utter sur- 
prise—although 1 ought not to have 
been surprised at all—Percy Brown 
arrived with some of the biggest 
wigs of the party. We fell on each 
other’s necks and foregathered the 
next day. | 
_ Percy had a great scheme. He 
was attached, 1 think, to the Daily 
Graphic, and, as usual, ‘was in 
search of scoops. He told me that 
he had come across a nice little 
exclusive story, but that, not bei 
a writer, he wanted somebody to do 
what, is known as a “ descriptive/? 
while he supplied. the photographs, 

Obviously he had found: his man, 
It seems that he had come across a 
more or less secret printing establish- 
ment, which had been set up by the 
British in semi-underground mises 
some miles outside Paris. I may 
mention at this stage that the late 
Basil Thompson was in charge 
the British Secret Service in Paris at 
the time, and that I, being from 
Ireland, wholly“unknown to myself, 
was being watched with some 
suspicion. : 


The Scoop That Failed 


Percy told me that I would be 
well paid for the story and that I 
would have to write only about.a 
thousand words. Being very young 
and rather hard up, 1 fell for the 
idea, and met Percy by appointment 
some days afterwards. I was warned 
By him that I must keep my mouth 
tightly shut, and leave the whole 
business of organisation to him. 

We took a taxi to one of the 
Parisian stations—as it might be 
Amiens street in Dublin—although I 
happened to know that our destina- 
tion was, say, Sallins, in County 
Kildare. This rather surprised me 
but, remembering Percy’s watning, i 
said nothing. 

Off we went, in the wrong direc- 
tion; but when we reached the first 
stop Percy whisked. me out of the 
train and into a taxi, which took us 
right back along our tracks rntil we 
reached, as it might be, Kings- 
bridge. There he bought the tickets 
to our real destination. - 

“You never can be too careful on 
a job like this,” he explained.

Nemesis 


We got to the printing works all 
right, and actually penetrated into 
the interior, where Percy, who, pre- 
sumably, had squared somebody 
(all is fair in love, war and Press 
photography), got busy with his 
camera. But he had reckoned with- 
out his hosts, and, evidently, also 
without his guest! We were not in 
the place for more than a few 
minutes when we both were placed 
under arrest and marched away to 
undergo a terrific grilling by the 
boys from Scotland Yard.
